WASHINGTON (UPI)—Presi­ 
dent Johnson and visiting Brit­ 
ish Prim e Minister Harold Wil­ 
son today began a crucial se­ 
ries of talks on the future shape 
of the Western Alliance. They 
exchanged pledges to work to­ 
gether for mutual security and 
the peace of the world. 
“ We can begin together to ex­ 
plore complex and important 
problems facing us and facing 
our allies,’’ the President told 
Wilson at a formal welcoming 
ceremony on the White House 
lawn. 
Wilson, 
taking note 
of the 
“ stresses and strains” 
which 
are plaguing the NATO powers, 
promised 
that 
Britain 
would 
make the greatest contribution 
it could to new arrangem ents 
for nuclear strategy as well as 
on other issues. 
This morning’s 
90 - minute 
m eeting was scheduled to be 
followed by another session be­ 
tween Johnson and Wilson late 
today and two m ore Tuesday. 
The prim e m inister leaves for 
New York and Canada early 
Wednesday.

Urgent Talks 


SAIGON (UPI) - U. S. Am­ 
bassador Maxwell D. Taylor be­ 
gins 
“ urgent” 
consultations 
with top South Vietnamese offi­ 
cials today. 
As the U. S. envoy returned 
Sunday from Washington talks 
with President Johnson, Viet­ 
namese officials reported with 
elation that 115 guerrillas from 
the elite Communist U Minh II 
Battalion had been slain in a 
swampland 
battle 
143 
miles 
southeast of here. 
The 
skirmish produced 
the 
greatest government victory in 
months. Twenty three govern­ 
ment 
soldiers 
were 
killed 
and 50 wounded. Six American 
advisers were wounded. 
Taylor, 
presum ably 
bearing 
new 
ideas 
from 
Washington 
for prosecuting the war, was to 
meet today with Prem ier Tran 
Van Huong and Maj. G e n . 
Nguyen Khanh, commander of 
the Vietnamese arm ed forces. 
Asked 
if 
American 
policy 
now 
envisated 
air 
strikes 
against Viet Cong sanctuaries 
in North Viet Nam and infiltra­ 
tion routes along the “ Ho Chi 
Minh” trail through Laos, he 
replied, “ I would not care to 
speculate.” 
Such strikes were reported 
among the “ options” discussed 
in Washington to reverse t h e 
deteriorating situation in Viet 
Nam. Taylor affirmed that hith­ 
erto unused methods existed for 
improvement of the war, but he 
would not elaborate. 
President Johnson, he raid. 
had 
ordered 
him 
to consult 
with Vietnamese 
leaders 
“ to 
improve the situation in all re­ 
spects.” 
Taylor said the President had 
reaffirm ed the basic American 
policy of “providing all possi­ 
ble, 
useful assistance to the 
South Vietnamese people a n d 
the government in their strug­ 
gle to defeat the externally sup­ 
ported insurgency and aggres­ 
sion 
being conducted against 
them .”
